Washington—So technical are the 


subjects which are dealt with in the 
conference of the officials of the Bank 
of England, Bank of France, German 
Reichsbank and the Federal Reserve 
system which is being held here that 
the average man is apt to think the 
meeting means little to him. 


As a matter of fact, the conference is 


as important to the course of business, 
national and international, as anything 
that has happend here this year. The 
meeting itself is not the icsult of any- 
acute situation nor is the conference 
the first of its kind though to be sure 
it is the first held on American terri- 
tory of all the heads of the central 
banks of the principal countries. 


The basic reason given for the ses- 


sion here instead of abroad is the ill- 
ness of Benjamin Strong, governor of 
the Federal Reserve bank of Xew 
York, but it is understood that the se- 
lection of New York and "Washington 
instead of a European city was made 
with the hope of improving relations 
generally and giving Europeans a bet- 
ter chance to talk first hand with all 
American officials.

Have Question 'of Capita

Geneva— M3)—Both the United States 


and Japan would be willing to have the 
question of capital ships, -which was 
raised by Great Britain, taken up at 
the tripartite naval conference on the 
condition that agreement is first reach- 
ed with regard to auxiliary craft, it 
was indicated in a. communique issued 
after Saturday's meeting of the exe- 
cutive committee. 


The communique reveals that the Ja- 


panese delegation after preliminary 
discussion of the cruiser question made 
the following statement: 


"The British proposal presents vari 


ous technical 
problems on some of 


which the Japanese government is un 
able to express its views without ma- 
ture- consideration. They, (the Japan- 
ese gox'ernment). are at the same time 
of the opinion that the matter might 
with profit be taken up at the present 
conference with the view of arriving 
at some kind of understanding as re- 
gard capital ships. Care should, how. 
ever, be exercised in handling the 
question so that it may not be allowed 
to stand in the way of the principal 
object of the present conference—the 
limitation of auxil.iry naval armament. 
It would therefore be advis-able that 
the question of capital ships be held up 
until an agreement shall have been 
reached with regard to auxiliary vcs- 
scls.*'

fers "to Put End to 


Conditions" 


100 ESCAPE FIRE IN 
MILWAUKEE HOSPITAL 


Nuns and Nurses Rescue Pa- 
tients When Flames Threat- 
en Wing of Building 


.Milwaukee—W)—More than 100 pa- 


tents were carried to safety through 
clonse smoke when fire broke out and 
for a. time threatened to destroy the 
south wmg of St. Joseph hospital Fri- 
day night. The patients included sev- 
eral babies,. expectant—mothers--and 
persons who were recovering from ser- 
ious operations. Catholic sisters and 
nurses formed a human chain along 
which patients were passed to safety. 


The fire, which broke out in the 


ceiling of the operating room on the 
fourtli floor, was discovered by a nun 
who spread the 
alarm. 
The fire 


caused a short circuit in the buildingt 
electric wiring system which plunged 
the structure into darkness and put 
elevators out of commission and cut 
off telephone communication. 


The dense smoke filled the fourth 


loor and seeped down to the other 
loors causing consternation among 
he patients. Another short circuit 
started a second blare in the basement 
which added to the confusion.

FORD PERTURBED 


The case had been declared a mis-

Davis and Joseph Palma of New York 
"both friends of Henry Ford." that "a 
complete retraction of all the false 
charges made, an apology, a discon- 
tinuance of the attacks and amends of 
the wrong." would be necessary before 
peace could be established. 


Arthur Brisbane, through whom the 


retracted was released to newspapers 
said he had "nothing to do with pre- 
paring Mr. Ford's statement" and "did 
not know it had been written until Mr. 
Ford sent it to me two days before 1 
published it." 


San Francisco — OP)—John Drew, 


noted American actor, died here Sat- 
urday after being confined to a hospi- 
tal since May 31 with arthritis and 
rheumatic fever. He was 73 years old. 


Mr. Drew arrived in San Francisco 


the latter part of May to play an en- 
gagement in 'Trclawney ot the Wells." 
Because of his physical condition how- 
ever, ho was forced to cancel his ap- 
pearance and was taken to a hospital. 
His condition giew so serious that on 
June 4. John Barrymore. Drew's neph- 
ew, was called frohi Hollywood and he. 
with Drew's daughter, Mrs. Louise 
Devereau.v. came to the noted actor's 
bedside. Drew iallied several times but 
he invariably suffered relapses each 
leaving the actor weaker. 


WAS CHEERFUL. PATIENT 


Through all his suffering Dtcw was 


cheerful, his mind keen, and he show- 
ed great interest in the flood of tele- 
Si ams from friends in all parts of the 
world. The vitality of the actor and his 
unwillingness to admit that he was 
playing his last part on the stage of 
life, was declared by those who at- 
tended him to be the only reason why 
he survived so long. 


A steady stream of friends passed 


through the hospital doors but none 
but the actor's daughter, her husband 
and nephew was allowed into the 
darkened sick room. 


The company with which Mr. Drew 


came to San Francisco started its tour 
from New Yoik, Jan. 31 and included 
Milwaukee. Its cast of players 
was, 


topped by stars known to theater go- 
ers 20 years ago. 


Drew without exception was oldest 


in the company. He was supported by 
such actors and actresses of yester- 
day's stage as Mrs. Thomas Whiffen. 
Effie Shannon, John E. KcIIerd and 
Lawrence D'Orsay. Mrs. Whiffen was 
tho oldest.

This prediction was based on the as- 
sumpton that certain sun spots arc 
affecting: the sun's radiation which 
cools the ocean currents below normal 
and which ocean currents materially 
affect the winds which sweep over the 
land. These winds really determine 
tho weather. These weather prophets 
have claimed that this country might 
even sec a repetition of that year (over 
a. hundred years ago) which has been 
known throughout history as the 'year 
without a summer.' This was the year 
when New England and Xcw York 
State had frosts every month and when 
it was impossible to mature corn in 
many of these states. IVith this cold 
weather was forecasted very radical 
moisture conditions such as 
floods, 


droughts, cyclones, etc.

those who do not take such forecasts 
seriously, state thai every few years 
we have floods, droughts, severe winds 
or aon«rinal calms.

"Although 1927 lias jiot witnessed

Browne anj ciher weather prophets 
gloomily foretold, yet- it must be ad- 
mitted that the weather conditions for 
the past twelve months have been ab- 
normal. These abnormal conditions 
started with the Miami hurricane, fol- 
lowed in a few months by the Florida 
freeze, which extended well up into the 
Southern ^States. Burins the Spring 
almost every section of the 
count! y 


has rccciied either less rain or more 
ram that it has received for years. 
For instance, Florida, Georgia and cei- 
tain other Southern States have been 
abnormally dry; while the Missouri and 
the Mississippi valleys have been de- 
uged as never before. Moreover, cer- 
tain parts of the country which usual- 
ly suffer from insufficient rainfall are 
this year enjoying- excellent rainfall. 
While writing this statement my tram 
is passing through the sandhills of 
Western Xebraska. Although farmer^- 
in other sections or the country are 
discouraged. I find the farmers in this 
dry region of Xebraska happier ts.an 
they have been for years. The excess 
lamfall gives th;m the outlook for 
the best crop that perhaps they have 
ever had. Yet it is cniy in accordance 
with the law o£ action and 
re-action 


that if one pan oi the country is sut- 
''oiing I-.om drc::sM. seme other part 
of tlic country should ha\e :ia execs*- 
of rain. This 's c:> the princ:pls thai 
we cannot have hills without having 
valleys. This fundamental law ot na- 
ture applies to all departments of life. 
Hence it can be said that for any sec- 
tion which is now suffering from Jack 
of moisture we can name other sections 
that arc especially prosperous owing 
to excess of moisture. Jn other words, 
taking the country as a whole, neither 
the rain nor the drought per se sliuuid 
have much effect on the total produc- 
tion for 1327 provided the crops now 
planted mature. 
POSSIBILITIES OF EARLY FROSTS 


"This i-rings me to the real danger 


now confronting the farmers of the 
great Central West which is the jrossi- 
bilily of early frosi. The excess rains 
and the cold Spring greatly delayed 
pianting. Furthermore, the cold wea- 
ther of last month has greatly retarded 
the growth of crops, especially 
tho 


growth of corn. As far Kjst.as Ohio, 
I found she corn to 
l«c very late. 


Throughout Ohio, Indiana. Illinois. , 
Iowa, and Xcbraska corn, which nor- 
mally on .Tt:ly 1 should be knee high. 
v.aj. only from -3 to C inches high. Tiiis 
is Out" t" the late planting and tho cool 
weather Mncc planting. It is true that 
recently the country has witnessed 
some icry hot days; but it will take 
many ivro of these hot days before 
the c«rn «x>p of the great Middle West 
can c.i!<-3i up to normal.

kinds. Farmers who carry on diversi- 
fied farming should especially benefit 
from the

this year. Second, the electric pjwer 
companies are benefiting from the in- 
creased water supply. This applies 
primarily to those companies with 
hydro-electric developments; but even 
those companies dependent wholly on 
steam are very glad of an ex<-tss water 
so as to be sure of sufficient condevs- 
ing facilities. Third, the 
abnormal 


weather conditions have helped certain 
manufacturers, jobbers, and merchants 
to dispose of goods which they have 
been carrying for some time. Although 
the late Spring has retarded the s.:!e 
of summer go6ds. yet it has helped the 
sale of other goods and every cloud lias 
a silver lining. Therefore, I repeat 
that the great agricultural sections of 
this country look better than perhaps 
they ever looked this time of year be- 
fore and with late frosts the country 
should again enjoy good crops. How- 
ever, early frosts in the corn belt might 
do considerable damage. 


GENERAL, BUSINESS OUTLOOK 
"I find the farmers considerably en- 


couraged by President Coolidge spend- 
ing the summer in South Dakota. This 
pleases the Central West very much 
and has developed an optimism which 
did not exist six months ago. I hope 
that tho President will cheer up the 
South likewise by spending a month 
this next Winter in Georgia, Florida or 
South Carolina. I say this 
because 


after ail 'spirit' is a very important 
factor in the prosperity of a State or 
an industry. The great Central West 
has always possessed rich agricultural 
soil and other great natural advan- 
tages: but this soil and these other re- 
sources were of no use until turned 
over by ploughs held by men with 
faith, courage and vision. 
Without 


these spiritual qualities even the three 
basic factors of climate, health, intel- 
ligence, mentioned above, are of little 
ax-ail. Hence it is very important—in 
this period of the business cycle, and 
while the Babsonchart is above normal 
it now registering 4 per cent above 
normal—that these spiritual qualities 
should be strengthened."

REDUCING STATE TAXES 


Thirty-one states of the union balanced 


their budgets in 1926 and had a surplus of 
revenues over expenditures, according to 
the results of a survey just completed by 
the United States Department of Com- 
merce. 


Tin's condition of prosperity and sound 


financing, if it were true of every state 
in the union, would show that the time 
u-as at hand for the states to begin reduc- 
ing their taxes. For some time past, indi- 
viduals and corporations have been com- 
plaining that although the federal 
gov- 


ernment was decreasing its taxes, increas- 
ed state and local taxes put on a greater 
tax burden than the federal government 
took off. 


The trouble is that too many state and 


municipal governments arc indulging in 
an orgy of going into debt. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce survey shows that al- 
though twenty-three states effected a de- 
crease in their indebtedness last,year, the 
total indebtedness of all the forty-eight 
state governments was greater in 1926 
than it was in 1925. This total state in- 
debtedness now amounts to $11.46 per 
capita. In 1925 it was $11.09. 


It is apparently too easy to float a bond 


issue, and the result is that nearly five 
per cent of all the states' expenditures last 
year went toward the paying of interest 
on indebtedness. 


Although state legislatures met 
in 


some forty states this year, but little at- 
tention was paid towards reducing state 
indebtedness. If any concentrated effort 
is made by legislative assemblies to re- 
duce taxes, this move will have to wait for 
two years, as most states have biennial 
assemblies. 


With the federal government paring 


down its expenses and reducing its taxes 
in proportion by the practice of short 
economy—such as refunding bond issues 
at lower rates of interest—the state and 
municipal governments have an excellent 
example before them. 


What we need, apparently, are any 


number of Andy Mellons to tighten up on 
the purse strings. 


States without debts, or with quick as- 


sets in excess of their total indebtedness, 
are not impossible, as thrifty Connecticut 
has shown. When we have more states 
and cities in this solvent class, we shall be 
putting government on the sound basis 
that it should be at all times.

a newswiner man. rcfcrrinsr to an eminent health 
authority. "The doctor used to give Ions:, .solemn 
lectuies on the dangers of too much eating1 of meat. 
then KO around to the 
club and consume 


a. double steak about three inches thick. lie was 
wont to say that he told his hearers what he 
thought was bc*.t for them, but as for himself 
he did not have to practice what he preached." 


Well, that sounds sensible and scientific enough. 


The iarne eminent health authority used to xivc 
forth fearsome blasts against the "ivitis: of candy, 
sugar, syrups and sweets to the children. One 'lay 
a man who nuts tin some exceptionally fine molas- 
ses came alone: with a sample of his product, and 
he proudly exhibited a letter from this same emi- 
nent health authority telling how fond the health 
authority's children wore of the molasses and liow 
freely he allowed them to indulce in it. That was 
enough for me. I adopted that mol.-is.ses as the best 
there is. and whenever this same health authority 
happens to condemn anything for public consump- 
tion and praise or patronize it for private use. I'll 
adopt the article without further nuccMon. 


Nearly or cuite all of us doctors have uttered 


some foolish cracks about meat eating: I have done 
my share of it. I freely confess, as it is useless to 
try to deny it with the cold print staring1 me in the 
face. But these days we're hedging on the question 
of meat catinir. Xot .iust because the packers and 
the butchers dislike some of our teachings, but be- 
cause the solid ground we thought we had o;ir feat 
on is.crumblinc1 away and wp haven't much left to 
stand on. 


Just how the other doctors who have frowned on 


meat "eating intend to sauirni into a more secure 
position 'I don't know or care. I am getting away 
from the old position by laying great emphasis on 
the factor of overeating, no matter what kind of 
food one consumes. If it is meat it is just as in- 
jurious. I think, as an excess of cheese or of candy 
or of potatoes or of apple pic is. but not any more 
injurious than overindulsence in any one of these 
items. 


The particular element in meat that sort of got 


us doctors and health authorities excited 20 years 
ago is nitrosren. Meat is nitrogenous food, protied. 
So are QZK white, cheese, liver, beans, 
peas and 


divers other good foods. 


Just why we took such an antipathy to nitrogen 


in the flesh I cannot discover. Maybe it was be- 
cause uric acid contains nitrogen, and twenty or 
thirty years ago uric acid was a going proposition 
—not onlv in the almanac and mail order quacks, 
but the regular doctors were working the uric acid 
gag for all it was woVth, and to this day there are 
people who sret all het up if anybody 
tells 'em 


they've got uric acid in their blood—one of the 
curious facts carefully concealed from the poor goof 
who studies what they humorously term "physi- 
ology" in school is that a healthy person's blood 
contains a certain amount of uric acid and it's good 
for him. It seems that some of the auacks. rep- 
resented on the board, frown upon "radical" teach- 
ing of any kind in school, and the rcsrular doctors, 
not so well represented on the board, preserve a 
dignified silence.

and what is mutton? What is veal 
and what is beef? When does a lamb 
become a sheep, and when doc ^ a calf 
become an adult of his species? 


For many years these 
questions 


were answered variosly 
in various 


markets or localities 
of the 
coun- 


try, and -then 
the 
Department of 


Agriculture decidca that they should 
be answered uniformly, for the good 
of the meat industry and the cash 
customers. Accordingly through 
its 


Bureau of Agricultural Economics :tj 
sets up specifications or grade 
de- 


scriptions of meats. These were re- 
commended to the purchasing depart- 
ments of Federal and State institu- 
tions and commercial interests 
and 


have been in practcial use for about 
three years. 


It i? stated that the grades have 


become known by all branches of 
the industry and have been put to 
every practical test in all the large 
markets of the country. To a large 
degree they reflect the centralization 
of ideas and methods of a large ma- 
oiity of representative slaugh'.--".j 
:md wholesale and retail meat dealers 
throughout the United States, and 
government officials 
interested 
are 


looking forward to the day of their 
general adoption by all branches of 
the industry and hoping that it will 
not be long delayed.

THE LAMB TO MLTTOX TRANSI- 


TION 


When the layman expresses a tie- 


sire to know when a lamb becomes a 
sheep he is informed that the lamb 


first becomes a yearling sheep and 
then at a later period becomes a mat- 
ure sheep. Also he is advised that 
generally there are features peculiar 
to each of the groups by which it is 
not difficult to determine to which a 
given carcass belongs. These differen- 
ces are the result of change-joccur- 
ring at different stages of maturity in 
the live animal. Age produces marked 
changes, the government experts say, 
in the character, color, and consist- 
ency of the flesh and bones and to a 
lesser degree in the consistency and 
character of the exterior and interior 
fats. 


Hardness and color of the bones aro 


said to be good indications of the age 
in all cases. Hardness of bones in car- 
casses can best be determined by ob- 
serving the color < of the ribs in the 
chest cavity and the bones in the 
shank and in the break joint. Red- 
ness in bones indicates youth: white- 
ness, age, and, to a certain extent, an 
undernourished condition. 


The age at which 
the transition 


from lamb to yearling sheep lakts 
in the live animals is approximately 
12 to 14 months, while a yearling be- 
comes a sheep when around 20 to §•> 
months. Variour characteristics dis- 
tinguish the Iamb from the mutton 
carcass, but the most 
prominent is 


the teeth of a saw. which are smooth, 
the break joint of the foreleg. Lamb 
foreleg joints break in four well-de-' 
fined ridges, 
resembling 
somewhat 


moist, and red with blood. 


As lambs approach 
the 
yearling 


mutton stage 
the bones become 


liarder and whiter and 
the 
break 


joints, although retaining some of 
the sawtooth effect, 
are 
relatively 


harder, rougher, and more porous, 
and there is only a slight indication 
of blood at the joint. A feature .which 
is peculiar to mature mutton carras- 
ses is the appearance of the ankle 
joint of the foreleg. The saw-tooth ef- 
fect is absent. When a lamb has pas-

through 
the 
yearling 
stage 


and becomes a sheep, the cartilage 
becomes ossified or 
hardened and 


the knuckla no longer breaks off at 
the end of the bone. The separation of 
the foot from t!ie foreleg h> therefore 
made at the ankle point, the knuckle 
normally forming the extreme on-1 of 
the leg and presenting a. hard, smooth 
white, shiny surface with two prom- 
inent ridge!--.
